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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance: Claims 1-14 
are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose all the specific elements recited in 
claim 1 . In particular, elements involving "if said file of additional data is present in said 
memory, starting up of a second application, said second application using said file of 
additional data, where each of said applications is a functional assembly designed for 
execution at the level of the one of said receivers" are not obvious in the prior art taken 
with all the other limitations. While the overall method has analogous prior art, including 
Park et al., Rodriguez et al. and Junqua et al. the details of the method render claims 1 
allowable. Claims 2-14 are allowed because they depend directly or indirectly from 
claim 1 .

Zigmond et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,571,392) discloses a receiver unit receives the 
URI from the broadcast channel.
